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Importation  of  Untoasted  Cacao  Permitted  Temporarily. 
Decree  No.  769  of  March  26,  1942 


Foreign  Commerce  Weekly  for  May  9,  1942  reports  that  the 
importation  of  untoasted  cacao  beans  into  Colombia  is  permitted 
through  the  ports  of  Buenaventura  and  Ipiales  for  six  months 
beginning  Marcy  26,  1942,  according  to  the  above  decree.  The 
cacao  beans  are  subject  to  sanitary  inspection  and  must  bo 
shipped  perfectly  dry  in  double  packing  of  paper  or  fiber. 
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
